We  are  also  proud  of  his  excellent 
record,  and  we  hope  that  he  continues  to  remain  at  East  Rockcreek  for  many,  many  years.  As  a  symbol 
of  our  high  esteem  for  him  we,  the  annual  staff,  dedicate  the  1961  Gems  to  Mr.  Wayne  Lee.
